It Goes on in Hungary— 
Shul Burned Down

BUDAPEST — Anti-Semitic ter- 


rorists set fire this week to the 
orthodox synagogue at Mako, 
near Szeged. The entire building 
was destroyed. 

While no details are yet avaii- 
able here, Minister of the Interior 
Laszlo Rajk issued a statement 
sharply condemning the arson. 
He emphasized that those respon- 
sible would be severely punished. 


Jewish leaders here took issue 
with the official statement issued 
by the government, whcih de- 
clared that last week’s anti- 
Semitis riots in Kunmadaras, in 
Which three Jews were killed and 
several wounded, was due to 
“mass-hysteria”. They charge 
that the riots were planned in 
advance by fascist propagandists 
who spread anti-Jewish rumors 
which led to the attacks.

N. Y. Religious Schools 
Reform Figures up 7%

NEW YORK—A seven per cent 
increase in the enrollment of the 
religious schools of the 32 mem- 
ber congregations of the New 
York Federation of Reform Syn- 
agogues, was reported by Rabbi 
Gustave Falk, director of the New 
York Federation. 

“For the school year 1945-46,” 
said Rabbi Falk, “the 32 congre- 
gations of the New York Federa- 
tion of Reform Synagogues had 
7,822 enrolled students, 537 more 
than the previous year. This in- 
crease in enrollment, 537 students 
or seven per cent, is all the more 
Significant when it is contrasted 
with the declining public school 
population in Greater New York. 
Statistics also show that the num- 
ber of classes in the 32 affiliated 
schools rose from 368 to 389, and 
the number of teachers from 355 
to 373.

MUNICH—Jewish DP leaders 


have submitted a report to Amer- 
ican military authorities com- 
plaining of repeated unprovoked 
assaults by U.S. soldiers upon 
Jews in Erding, near Munich, be- 
ginning last February and con- 
tinuing up to the present. 

The most recent incident oc- 
curred on May 14 when military 
police stopped a car in which 
three DP’s were travelling and 
took the wristwatches off the 
arms of two of. the passengers, 
while a group of Germans looked 
on. The third occupant of the car 
Was beaten because he had no 
watch to surrender. After search- 
ing all the belongings of the 
three, during which they kept up 
a constant flow of insults, the sol- 
diers took them to headquarters 
where they were again beaten. 

The report discloses that on 
Feb. 23 the military police after 
breaking up a fight between DP’s 
and Germans, arrested a group of 
the former and kept them in jail 
for several days without filing 
any charges.

murdered in a death march to 
Mauthausen extermination camp.

Why Churchill Opposes 
Palestine as Base

LONDON—Transfer of the

Palestine Census 
Shows 553,000 Jews 


World Wide News Service 
JERUSALEM—Official figures 


just released here show that the 
Palestine population consists of 
1,035,000 Moslems, 553,000 Jews, 
139,000 Christians, 67,000 Bedou- 
ins and 15,000 “others.” 


The survey, covering the year 


1945, does not include the so- 
called “illegal” Jewish immi- 
grants. 


The census also reveals that, 
owing to improved health serv- 
ices, infant mortality. among the 
Moslems has dropped below the 
ten percent mark for the first 
time in the country. Infant mor- 
tality among the Jewish popula- 
tion showed a record low of 3.6 
per 100. 

(It had generally been believed 
that the Jewish population in Pal- 
estine exceeded 600,000. In April 
of this year, the Jewish National 
Council announced that unless the 
government gave an assurance 
that the census was to be ab- 
solutely objective the Jews would 
refuse to participate in it.)

ferred to Palestine and points out 
that absorption of these immi- 
grants will require the setting up 
of a huge organization by the 
Jewish Agency, with the partici- 
pation of the JDC and other Jew- 
ish bodies. He suggests that

Zionist Record 
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New Conference Without National Organizations 


Suggested by Rabbi Heller in Liberal Judaism 


By RABBI JAMES G. HELLER 
i THE opinion of the writer, some recong- 
nizable benefits have flowed from the or- 
ganization of the American Jewish Conference 
in 1943. Without the benefit of Roper or Gal- 
lup polls, it became possible to assay the opin- 
ions of American Jews upon fundamental ques- 
tions affecting the destiny of their brethren. 
It was possible, before international bodies, to 
make representations behind which was almost 
the full weight of American Jewish opinion. 
In the beginning, at a time when the Jews of 
America were obsessed with a consciousness of 
their own impotence to save millions of their 
fellow Jews in Europe, it gave them the min- 
imal satisfaction of a sense of unity. It was 
contemplated that the Conference should act, 
in the interim before the conclusion of the war, 
to save Jews; and should thereafter follow the 
pattern of the American Jewish Congress (1918 
and 1919) in sending a united delegation to the 
peace conference, or conferences, which should 
join forces with similar delegations from other 
national Jewish bodies. 

But history, despite Ecclesiastes, does not 
repeat itself. And the anticipation that, either 
Jewish or non-Jewishly, this war would follow 
the pattern of the last, seems doomed to dis- 
appointment. The American Jewish Conference 
has undergone progressive deterioration, and 
the causes are not far to seek. 

The system of division into blocs condemned 
jt to cumbersome action, and tended to align 
communal delegates under the guidance and re- 
straint of national organizations with special 
interests. Two national groups, representing a 
recalcitrant minority, it is true, but not without 
energy and influence, saw fit to withdraw from 
the Conference, and later to send their own 
representatives to complicate the problem at 
the UNCIO and elsewhere. But, more important 
that the foregoing, was the relation between the 
Conference itself and various national organ- 
izations, remaining within the Conference, and 
commanding a majority within it. It was neces- 
sary to create effective machinery for the Con- 
ference, to implement its work with adequate 
funds, to delimit and define fields of action for 
it. Nothing of the kind was done. 

In spite of some well-intentioned resolutions 
near the beginning, national organizations re- 
fused to relinquish to the Conference their own 
labors, their own rights, or even an impressive 
proportion of these. Perhaps this was to be 
expected. There were too many commitments, 
too many vested interests. One organization 
wished to protect its own domain on the Ameri- 
can scene. Another had built up an elaborate 
mechanism which could not readily be turned 
over to another organization. Moreover, the 
Conference soon found itself caught between 
the dilemma of opinion and action. It could 
speak, but it had neither the personnel, nor 
the funds, to act. 

* ab é 

DISSATISFACTION with the Conference 
began to grow. And it is to be noted frankly 
that this held true not primarily among its 
opponents, whose attitude was to be discounted 
on partisan grounds, but among some of its 
sturdiest proponents and adherents. The de- 
cision to hold no new elections, the convening 
of two subsequent meetings without a return 
to communities for ratification or for reindorse- 
ment or replacement of their delegates, the 
general understanding of the inadequacy of 
the original method of proportional representa- 
tion in many communities, the growing tension 
between communal delegates and those repre- 
senting national organizations, the futility of 
the gatherings themselves, their maladroit 
method of deliberation and action, the absence 
of the American Jewish Conference for effective 
speech and action on crucial occasions: all these 
and other conditions, which I have not time 
to enumerate, became clear to delegates and 
to Jews throughout the country. 

Coupled with this is a theme that varies in 
intensity in the American Jewish scene, but 
which has not weakened in its hold upon the 
consciences of a multitude of our fellows. The 
Jews of this country want a permanent demo- 
cratic body. They do not want, as some fear, 
a semi-political or crypto-national assembly. 
They do not plague themselves about these fix- 
ations, or these shudderings. They believe 
quite simply that there is a common need and, 
relatively at least, a common point of view, of 
the overwhelming majority of Jews in this 
land. And they are more than a little weary 
at the fragmentation of Jewish life, at the 
claims that have been staked out on all sides 
by organizations which have never had any 
direct mandate from the Jewish people. 

With this goes a feeling that united action 
may be important, action that, has to do with 
the American scene as well as with the philan- 
thropic, humanitarian, and political interests 


of Jews in their brothers abroad. They know 
instinctively that the distinction between “at 
home” and “abroad” is not valid, that the prob- 
lem should be treated as a whole. 

It must be understood, too, that things have 
changed since 1919 and 1920. Then an Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress could be selected by direct 
election by communities, but it was necessary 
to conjure up temporary devices to accomplish 
this. Now many communities are well organ- 


‘ized. Democratic institutions exist in them. 


They have developed an understanding of the 
techniques of Jewish communal discussion and 
action. Is it unnatural that they feel that the 
time has come to ref i this experience upon 
the national level, or that what was difficult 
and impermanent in 1920 might be much easier 
and more enduring in 1946 or 1947? 
x * $ 

I START with two fundamental postulates, 
for which I have given only some of the rea- 
sons: first, that the Jews of the United States 
want a national body for deliberation and 
action; and, second, that it would not be too 
difficult to achieve this end. 

But I maintain also that this cannot be done, 
if the future body, to be created after the pres- 
ent Conference follows its pledge and dissolves, 
is patterned upon the same general lines, if 
its representation is divided between communi- 
ties and national organizations. The same re- 
sults will ensue. The future Conference will 
again be caught upon the horns of a dilemma. 
This is not accidental, but in the nature of the 
situation. 

While there are many divergences between 
the interests of national organizations and the 
community conceived as a whole, the dilemma 
rests upon deeper grounds. Let us suppose that 
we had an American Jewish Conference or- 
ganized in this way: half the delegates would 
be elected directly by communities, and half by 
organizations. Each half would be united within 
the Conference, as a caucus; would advance 
its own proposals, and determine upon its own 
point of view. Is it not obvious that this would 
be absurd? That it would present the anomal- 
ous situation of two correlative bodies, not co- 
equal in authority or in interest, nonetheless 
acting as though they were? 

So that this may be crystal clear, let me 
put it on other terms. Whatever their method 
of election, all great national Jewish organiza- 
tions assume that they represent the opinion 
of a great constituency, that they do not labor 
in a vacuum. From whom do they derive au- 
thority, from whom do they collect their funds? 
Patently from the Jewish communities of the 
country! Thus you would have the curious and 
contradictory situation of representatives of 
Jewish communities, deriving their mandate 
directly from their communities, dealing on an 
equal footing with representatives of organiza- 
tions deriving their mandate indirectly—and 
often very partially—from the same Jewish 
communities. The two groups would not—and 
do not--exist in the same dimension. The one 
would be primary, and the other secondary. 
The one would be direct, the other indirect. The 
one wouldn’t be general, the other special. 

The last point calls for a moment’s elabora- 
tion. Representatives of communities are sup- 
posed to stand for the views of the entire com- 
munity. While they may be elected upon a 
certain ticket, and with a certain view of Jewish 


life, they must be on their guard against taking ~ 


consistently partisan positions, against identify- 
ing themselves with fractional interests. Na- 
tional Jewish organizations, on the other hand, 
almost invariably came into existence for spe- 
cial purposes. In many cases several exist side 
by side, trying to do the same work, with a 
denominational coloring, with one slant or an- 
other in interpretation and administration. 
What could be more inevitable, then than that 
the national groups should be concerned with 
keeping their own fields intact, with preventing 
encroachment upon them? There may be some 
cases of altruism under these circumstances, 
but they have thus far been rare and unim- 
portant. For the most part, the national organ- 
izations want to survive and to expand. They 
want to continue to serve the interests of our 
Jewish community, for good and sometimes for 
bad reasons; and they chafe at interference, 
at threats to force them to merge, or to cooper- 
ate upon some far-reaching basis. Everything 
human conduces toward this: their pride in 
their past, their organizational momentum, the 
vested interests every such record creates, the 
tendency of the paid staff to fight for their own.

BUT THE TIME has come when this situa- 
tion should not be permitted to stand in the 
way of the right of the community as a whole. 
I am inclined to doubt that a successful perman- 
ent American Jewish Conference can be called

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. summer, in the course of an interview with Eliezer Kap. 
lan, treasurer of the Jewish Agency, I pointed out the anoma. 
lous position of Dr. Nahum Goldmann as being both the chief rep- 
resentative of this hemisphere of the Jewish Agency and the vir. 
tual ruler of the World Jewish Congress. “You are right there,” 
Mr. Kaplan said, “we shall have to put an end to it at the London 
Conference.” 

I understand that officially the London Zionist Conference last 
summer did come to an understanding that Goldmann must choose 
between working for the Jewish Agency and working for the World 
Jewish Congress. To the best of my knowledge, he is still occupy- 
ing both positions. 

This was the only interview I ever had with Mr. Kaplan. His 
remark about Goldmann’s dual position is the only tone I reported 
in the press—in an article in Haaretz (of Tel-Aviv) quite some 
time ago. If I bring the subject up now in The Jewish Post, it is 
because it ties up with a great many things happening now. Be. 
sides, there are certain matters of public interest which it is neither 
possible nor advisable to discuss in every instance at the moment 
they arise. And the passage of time does lend a perspective. 


* * * 


A FEW MORE REMARKS were exchanged between Mr. Kap- 
lan and myself during that interview last year. I am reporting two 
of them here for the first time. 

Mr. Kaplan said his observations convinced him that the Jew. 
ish public in America was more Zionistic than ever and sounder 
in its approach to the problem of Palestine than are most Zionist 
leaders in America. 

I warned Mr. Kaplan that he and his associates (leaders of 
Palestine Labor who control the Zionist Executive) were depending 
on the wrong experts for the appraisal of the political situation in 
this country. 

There is a connection between the two remarks. 

The Zionists in this country did not vote Silver into power 
merely because they liked his oratory or his looks. As Americans 
who know the American scene and who have certain political 
habits as a result of being American, they approved his approach 
to Washington and revolted against the meekness of Wise. But 
this was not the analysis of Hayim Greenberg, Sholom Grodzen- 
sky, Abraham Revusky, Bernard Joseph and Israel Mereminski 
and their mistaken analysis was swallowed by the Labor Zionists in 
Jerusalem hook, line and sinker. Events within the past year or 
two have successively proven that analysis to be wrong, wronger 
and wrongest. 

* s * 

EVEN DAVID BEN-GURION, the most militant Zionist in the 
Jerusalem leadership, the man with the greatest vision, fell for that 
philosophy and in his remarks to Anne O’Hare MacCormack of the 
New York Times, during her stay in Palestine, took the side of 
Wise versus Silver on the question of the Congressional Resolution 
for Palestine. In this case the dynamic Ben-Gurion was entirely out 
of character. But there is a narrow clannish parochialism coupled 
with suspicion of outsiders that is but too rampant in Labor Zion- 
ist ranks. It is a parochialism from which not even the best of 
the Labor Zionist leaders are entirely free. Because the above. 
mentioned men—Greenberg, Grodzensky, Revusky, Mereminski, 
Joseph—belong to the Labor Zionist group, the boys in Jerusalem 
relied on their judgment. And because some of them, like Green- 
berg, are intellectually brilliant, it did not occur to them that their 
judgment could still be unsound. 

On the same week that Kaplan arrived in this country, Grod- 
zensky published an article in the Yiddisher Kempler on the Silver 
controversy. Never in the history of Jewish journalism did a more 
brilliant writer produce a more stupid article. It was piffle from 
beginning to end—though brilliantly written; Silver is a neo-Messiah, 
a neo-Fascist, a neo-Revisionist; he is interested only in a Jewish 
State but not in Jewish immigration into Palestine; the Jews in 
the United States have no political influence (the latter “discovery” 
which runs counter to the views of the best experts on American 
politics was “demonstrated” by a reference to charts and figures!) 
Only a close collaboration of two such brilliant minds like Hayim 
Greenberg and Shlomo Grodzensky could have such utter non- 
sense readable in an article.

ON ARRIVING in New York Kaplan proceeded to repeat, 
parrot-like, some of the “theses” of Grodzensky’s article as if they 
were gospel truths. I knew it, and it is my knowledge of that fact 
that prompted me to warn Kaplan against depending on the wrong 
appraisal of the American political scene. 

Now you may say all this is past history. Well, it is and it 
isn’t. Those who were wrong a year ago are wrong again: they 
have taken it into their heads that Silver is out to destroy the 
social gains of the Histadruth in Palestine. They have taken it into 
their heads that General Zionism in Amerca stands for reaction, for 
unthinking philanthropic snobbish domination. David Ben-Gurion, 
great man that he undoubtedly is, is quite capable of an occasional 
“meshugaass.” His latest bug is that American Zionists are no 
good, that all they are good for is giving money, that they don’t 
feel, they don’t think, etc., etc. He has been going up and down 
Europe preaching that gospel, sowing distrust of American Zion- 
ists. 

In this country, Ben-Gurion has worked on Hadassah’s leaders 
to detach them from Silver. Does Ben-Gurion, the militant Zionist 
leader, the father of the Biltmore platform, really prefer the wishy- 
washy sewing-circle Zionism of the pro-Magnes Hadassah leaders 
to the militant and vigorous Zionism of Silver and Neumann? 

Of course not. If there are any two Zionist leaders today who 
have much in common and ought to work together for the good of 
the movement, at least during the emergency period, it is Ben- 
Gurion and Silver. A rift between the two would spell a calamity 
for Zionism. 

But—there comes the narrow parochialism, the suspicion of 
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| Gutstadt Chides Critics, Affirms Belief in Education 








CHICAGO—Answering critics of his policy in connection with 
the Smith-Terminiello meeting here, Richard Gutstadt, director of 
B'nai B’rith’s Anti-Defamation League, ridiculed a proposed anti- 
bias law which he said individuals and gorups of the city were push- 
ing before the Chicago City Council. Mr. Gutstadt declared that 
the law is the “natural extension of the policy with respect to the 
picketing of the recent Smith-Terminiello meeting, which policy was 
vigorously opposed by the Anti-Defamation League.” 

Mr. Gutstadt wrote in part: 


“It is perhaps natural that emotional reaction to such situa- 
tions should prompt unwise and equally un-American procedure 
as a corrective. It is inconceivable, however, that rational people 
and intelligent organizations could advocate any such m«aisure 
as the above which could easily involve the arrest and trial of 
hundreds of people constituting the audiences of such meetings. 
Who could determine what part of the audience actually in- 
tended to circulate the content of speeches that might be de- 
livered, and which part of the audience was there merely to learn 
what was going on? So great might be the injustice implicit 
in the necessity of innocent people being compelled to provide 
their own legal defense, that one can hardly believe the spon- 
sors of such legislation to have been serious.

into being on the same general lines as those 
upon which the present body was formed. That 
many problems would have to be worked out, 
if the point of view implicit in this editorial 
were adopted, is undeniable. To what extent 
should such a direct body be one of deliberation 
—and to what extent one of action? How 
should it set up relations, external relations, 
with existing national Jewish bodies with a 
special purpose? Should it be unlimited in its 
scope in respect to Jewish problems? These 
questions are but a small part-.of the whole, 
for I have not touched upon the crowning prob- 
lems as to its own method of election and organ- 
ization within. 

Such a body would serve as a valuable cor- 
rective. If it were genuinely representative, it 
would tend to minimize the claims of those who 
now assert their right to speak in the name of 
American Jews. It would tend to diminish the 
clash cf interests and bodies, some of which 
coincide with a genuine difference, much of 
which does not. It would have exceedingly val- 


uable consequences in action, in abbreviating 
the time and effort needed to ascertain com- 
munal opinion and to mobilize communal ac- 
tion. It woula make a beginning upon allaying 
the dissatisfactions and the distrusts that now 
are rife, which result from the intuition on the 
part of most Jewish communities, that too 
many are speaking in their name who have no 
desire to learn their mind. 

I believe in the Jewish people. I believe in 
that direction in Jewish life which increases 
their participation, in directness and in extent. 
I would not fear this. I would seek it ardently. 
A new world, a new condition and temper 
among our people, demanc new methods, new 
forms. With good will, with vision and determ- 
ination, all this could be worked out. 

Let the Interim Committee of the American 
Jewish Conference face this problem fearlessly, 
for I predict that our people will not tolerate 
another body, called temporary or permanent, 
which would prove to be as futile and as vain, 
in the main, as the present!—Liberal Judaism.

THE HISTORY OF JEWISH ED- 


UCATION IN MODERN 
TIMES, Volume 1. (Toldoth 
Hachinuch B’Israel B’Doroth

HIS IS A comprehensive and 
fascinating study of Euro- 

pean Jewish education from 1789 
to 1914, by one of our foremost 
Jewish educators. While the vol- 
ume in the main deals with the 
conflict of the traditional pattern 
of Jewish education with that 
which the new status of the Jews 
forced upon them, the objective 
and detailed description of the 
former is exceedingly valuable. 
This, plus a delightful Hebrew 
style, makes the mere reading of 
the book a rare Spiritual delight. 
The introductory pages stress 
that from time immemorial Jews 
have carefully provided for the 
education of the young. The 
study of the 
Torah was an ob- 
tigation which be- 
gan in childhood 
and _ continued 
throughout life, 
“till very death! 
The prestige of 
the l-arfed men 
exceeded that of 
the successful 
merchant. Learn- 
ing, rather than wealth, was till 
our own day the criterion among 
Jews for public esteem and honor. 
No matter how poor and desti- 
tute, parents saw to it that their 
offspring, especially the male chil- 
dren, received Jewish education. 





Jewish emancipation, we now 
realize, has not been an unmixed 
blessinng. It brought with it 
many grave evils, chief among 
these being the decay of Jewish 
education, and the resulting ig- 
norance of Judaism. Upon eman- 
cipation, the Jews began to strive 
for a more positive identification 
with their several countries, 
which in turn led to programs of 
“modernization” in education, 
with invariably disastrous con- 
sequences. The traditional con- 
tent and method of Jewish learn- 
ing lost its appeal, and the de- 
mand arose for a training both 
more practical than Talmudic, 
and more secular to prepare Jew- 
ish youth to better cope with their 
new problems. 

Jewish education of the tradi- 
tional character grounded in the 
Taimud and in Orthodoxy fought 
a bitter but losing battle in prac- 
tically every European land, and 
chiefly because of the weakening 
bonds of religion. Only in Russia 
and Poland did the forces of as- 
similation meet overwhelming re- 
sistance, and only here was the 
traditional pattern of Jewish ed- 
ucation preserved till the Russian 
revolution. Mi 

France, the first country to 
grant the Jew civie rights, is an 
excellent example of the appall- 
ing demoralization, educationally, 
religiously and culturally, which 
followed emancipation. The ser- 
vile cry that French Jewry must 
become “worthy” of French citi- 
zenship led to a morbid emphasis 
on patriotism, loyalty, civic devo- 
tion and pride in French nation- 
alism. These new ideals became 
the goal of Jewish education, in- 
stead of Judaism. In the new 
schools, religious subjects were 
abandoned for purely secular, 
with the primary object of mak- 
ing the Jews good and loeyal 
Frenchmen. 


The major sin of the assimilat- 
ed Jewish education was the re- 
jection of Hebrew, always as to- 
day the cornerstone of any re- 
Spectable Jewish curriculum, The 





trite argument that Hebrew was 
unnecessary since only rabbis re- 
quire it, already appeared in 
France, where assimilation trium- 
phed so completely that even a 
Reform movement did not arise. 

German Jews responded to the 
impact of the French Revolution 
with fervour and intellectual de- 
fiance. Assimilation was hastened 
here by a variety of social and 
economic factors. As in France, 
so in Germany did the Jews be- 
come morbidly consumed with 
one desire, to become German in 
all things, a desire which of 
course led many to baptism and 
to wholesale disintegration. To 
prove “acceptable,” “worthy” and 
“civilized” became for German 
Jews more vital than the acqui- 
sition of Jewish knowledge. What 
never occurred to these servile 
Jews was the startling fact that 
the people in whose midst they 
lived were inferior to them in ev- 
ery way, and that the German 
should have copied Jewish ways. 

In Austria some Jews, overjoy- 
ed at “emancipation,” eagerly 
hailed an evil decree proclaimed 
by the Austriar Czar in 1788 that 
the Jews depart or “adjust” their 
religion to his royal conceptions 
of modernity. The “adjustments” 
resulted in many new _ schools 
functioning under government au- 
thority, in which not Judaism 
was the major subject of instruc- 
tion, but patriotism. In Hungary 
where the pattern repeats itself, 
the new government schools met 
with a more militant orthodoxy 
than in Austria, but never gained 
popular approval. 

The battle between the old and 
the new in Jewish education was 
most bitter and prolonged in 
Russia and Poland. Here the ba- 
sic traditional school concepts 
were preserved because the gov- 
ernment itself, pursuing a policy 
of cruel persecution, actually im- 
peded the process of assimilation. 
While inviting the Jews to be- 
come “civilized” the government 
continued to confine them in 
Ghettos, to close every avenue of 
intellectual life, including the uni- 
versities, which granted degrees 
only to Jews who apostasized, and 
generally to make their existence 
a continuous and agonizing strug- 
gle. 

So fashionable however was 
the tendency in Europe to “civi- 
lize” Jews, that even the rulers 
of this backward and corrupt and 
ignorant county undertook a pro- 
gram of ‘reform,” centering of 
course in government established 
schools where the Talmud would 
give way to lessons in Russian 
patriotism, etc. The supervisor, 
Dr. Lilienthal, in 1841, submitted 
a courageous report, which, while 
admitting faults in Jewish 
schools, insisted that before Jews 
could be expected to modernize 
their ways of life, they must be 
given civic rights. 'The govern- 
ment, however, claimed that the 
elimination of Talmud study and 
“moral improvement” had to pre- 
cede emancipation. Even some 
“Maskilim” agreed that Russian 
Jews were under obligation to 
prove themselves worthy of Rus- 
sian citizenship by abandoning ac- 
cepted modes of education and 
religious discipline. 

The volume contains remark- 
able descriptions of life at a few 
of the better known Yeshivoths, 
Wolozin, Telz, Odessa, etc.—the 
story of their founding, the lead- 
ership, methods of study, dili- 
gence and piety of the students, 
and the permanent contribution 
these reservoirs of Jewish learn- 
ing made to Jewish life. When 
the government. forcibly closed 
the Wolozin Academy, even the 


Jewish agnostics were outraged, 
and all, irrespective of religious 
opinion, experienced a deep shock 
at the grave spiritual blow. 
Though they fought back va- 
liantly, the defenders of Ortho- 


doxy and tradition waged a los- 


ing battle, and for reasons which 
are not suffiiciently noted by the 
author. The age and its entire 
fntellectual appartus, the per- 
vasive rationalis, undermined the 
very basis of Jewish religious 
life and therefore the ground of 
the traditional Jewish education. 
But the story of the battle is told 
vividly, and the analysis of the 
traditional content, aim, and 
methods of Jewish education is 
both inspiring and challenging. 
In the midst of well night univer- 
sal illiteracy the Jews achieved 
a highly intellectual life, a true 
miracle. 

American Jews would do well 
to borrow a few lessons from the 
recent past, and incorporate in 
American Jewish schools some of 
the more important aspects and 
features of the old Jewish acade- 
mies which have kept Jewry alive 
for centuries. Unless we make 
our own schools vehicles for the 
trangmission of the Torah, the 
future for the Jew in America is 
dark beyond words.

The source of this name is 
the Hebrew name “Elhanan” 
meaning “God is gracious.” Be- 
cause of the guttural sound of 
the letter “h” the name was 
often softened into Elkan. 

The second syllable of Elkan 
gave some Jewish mother her 
clue From “kan” to “Kind” 
(baby) is a short step. Instead 
of saying “Elkan kind” (Elkan 
my Baby) she took a short cut 
and consolidated the name into 
Elkind. Subsequent generations 
adopted the name as a family 
appellation. This category of 
Jewish family name is known 
as “Hebrew names with a Ger- 
man endearing termination.” 

There is a _ distinguished 
Dutch family whose family 
name is Haan. This is also de- 
rived from the Hebrew name 
Elhanan, after elimination of 
the first and third syllables.

(The 
Son of Rabbi Simon or the Son 
of Rabbi Salomon). In order to 
rate such an appellation the an- 
cestral Simon or Salomon must 
have been an important man in 
Israel, a scholar or a Judge. 
Sometimes the name consists 
of 4 initials B-R-R-Sh. In this 
case it stands for Ben Rabbenu 
Rabbi Shimon (meaning “The 
Sen of our Rabbi, Rabbi Shim- 
eon and thc ancestor is pre- 
sumed to have been the spirit-_ 
ual leader of a great Jewish 
community.

T gives me a pain to hear from Christians— 
I even the most friendly—who suggest that 
Jews are only getting what’s coming to them, 
in accordance with the ordinations of Scripture. 

They mean that if Jews would only come 
over and accept Jesus as deity everything 
would be all right with them. 

Only the other day I had a friendly letter 
from one Vivian A. Moore who, in my daily 
newspaper column, had noticed something I 
had written about Christians being in deep 
debt to Jews on account of what Jews have 
been made to suffer in A¢his Christian world. 
Indeed, a Christian gentleman who felt that 
way about it, had sent me $25 to deliver to the 
United Jewish Appeal emergency fund in our 
town. 

Mr. Moore, who subscribed himself “Friend 


of the Jews,” said he as 
wasn’t begrudging the 


“unhappy Jews in Europe 
the relief we are trying 
to gather for them... 
“The Jews need relief 
and I hope they receive 
it,” he said. 

But, Mr. Moore sug- 
gested, isn’t it about 
time the Jews looked into : i 
their sin that brought all this trouble upon 
them? ... “What other sin,” he asked, “could 
it have been than the rejection of their Messiah 
who came to bring peace but who, because of 
their refusal, returned to his heavenly home 
to wait for a more opportune time. ... The 
crucifixion of their Messiah at the instigation 
of the Jews was a sin that can not be undone. 
But the constant rejection of Him, in spite 
of the evidence in His favor, is a sin that can 
be done away with.” 

(Mr. Moore meant that the Jews can make 
amends for their sinful past by promptly ac- 
cepting Jesus in the triune conception of God.)

I COULDN’T GET into an argument about 
this in the daily press, so I am using the med- 
ium of this column to answer him: 

Dear Mr. Moore: Thanks for your letter, but 
I do not feel that any sin some ancestors of 
mine committed 2000 years ago rests upon 
me even unto this hour. If any of my ancestors 
had to do with the crucifixion of Jesus, I am 
ashamed of him, even though I know that he 
was no worse than others of the human-kind. 
(Though, as a member of my religious group, 
he should have known better than to desire 
the destruction of a man for opinion’s sake.) 

The practice of crucifying, burning or other- 
wise doing away with prophets is an old habit 
of the human race, even among Christians, as 
a most casual study of history will show you. 
Even to this time, it is k ing done, though in 
more refined ways. In our time an unpopular 
prophet gets smeared or tossed out of clubs 
instead of crucified or burned. 

No, as a Jew, I can’t feel the least guilt for 
something some rapscallions among my an- 
cestors may have done ages ago. Who, indeed, 
may take upon himself even the sins of his im- 
mediate grandfather? I myself have six grand- 
children and I would certainly rise up to fight 
any citizen who attempted to put any of my 
sins on Ellen, Jan or Paul, Richard, Karen or 
Betty, all nice kids. 

And, sir, what an awful world this would 
be (it’s awful enough, as it is). if everybody in 
it were made to suffer for the crimes of an- 
cestors—for the ancestor who was hanged for 


robbery, for the ancestor who was chopped 
into small pieces for murder. There are mil- 
lions of citizens who, by righteous conduct, 
have lived down the crimes of their ancestors 
and are good Christians. 

Between you and me, Mr. Moore, Jesus him- 
self, in my opinion, holds no grudge against 
people whose benighted forefathers crucified 
him or who refuse to accept him as deity but 
keep on believing in the One God rather. I 
think I know Jesus well. I know him best as 
the great and Godly gentleman who preached 
the Golden Rule and was tolerant and com- 
passionate even toward sinners. 

I know his character so reverentially as to 
say most sincerely that he doesn’t hold it 
against me because I don’t believe in his deity. 
He is not like other men who currently are 
found reorganizing the Ku Klux Klan for the 
purpose of persecuting people who don’t be- 
lieve in him. 


IF EVEN BY SUGGESTION, I likened his 
character to theirs I would be dragging his 
name down to the level of a Ku Klux Kleagle. 
No my dear sir, Jesus is not one to approve 
the persecution of a people for a wrong some 
of their ancestors may have done him, or for 
exercising the rights of their conscience. 

Indeed, sir, if unthinkably, there were any 
divine law that sanctioned the persecution of 
people for their beliefs or non-beliefs, I am 
sure Jesus himself would arise to protest; 
particularly if the persecution were being per- 
petrated in his name. 

He would say, for example: “Why should this 
Segal be held to blame for his ancestor Jedediah 
who was among those present at any crucifix- 
ion and did not protest? Why should Segal 
in a time of the free mind be despised and 
set aside as unworthy because he can not ac- 
cept the doctrine of the Christians? It is a sin- 
ful idea among Christians that ascribes the 
suffering of Jews to a matter of their con- 
science. I myself was a free mind in my time.” 

No, my dear Mr. Moore, it seems to me that 
the current pain of the Jews is not due to the 
fact that they have denied the deity of Jesus; 
It’s because the Christian world has denicd 
him. It’s due to no remote sin of the Jews but 
to the immediate sin of the Christian wor'd 
that professes Jesus on its lips and denies him 
in its works. 

The sufferings of the Jews could not con- 
tinue in a Christian world that practiced the 
teachings of Jesus as well as built churches 
to his honor. This hideous cruelty could not 
go on if the Christian world took up the way of 
life that he set for his followers. This awful 
tragedy of the displaced Jews would not be 
tolerated for a day in a Christian world in 
which Jesus governed. 

Not that Jews are without sins. They share 
all the sins that are common to human frailty. 
Those of us who are greedy share the greed 
that is of the human kind. Those who are arrog- 
ant are like all the similarly obnoxious kind 
of the human race. Like delinquent Christians 
they repudiate their teaching. May I suggest, 
Mr. Moore, that, rather than worry about the 
Jews, you go forth to ask all Gentiles to take 
up the way of Jesus. On my part I wili ask 
all Jews to follow the way of their Law ind 
Prophets. Jew and Christian marching to- 
gether, holding up their respective lights, they 
should manage to get through this dreadful 
darkness to the mountaintop where brother: 
hood abides.

| THE YESHIVA RABBI ISAAC ELCHANAN 


Dear Boys and Girls: 
AST WEEK, a new member 
of the Junior Post League, 
Morris Stillman, wrote that he 
attends the Yeshiva Ets Chaim, 
instead of going to the public 
schools. 


Since then, we have discovered 
that this school was founded by 
Orthodox Jews in 1886 to give 
elementary instruction to Jewish 
children. It was the first Yeshiva 
on American soil. Then ten years 
jJater, in 1896, a school for ad- 
vanced Hebrew learning was 
founded. This was a few months 
after the death of the great rabbi 
and scholar, Rabbi Isaac Elchanan 
of Kovno, and to honor him the 
school was named “The Yeshiva 
Rabbi Isaac Elchanan.” 


‘ 


A Yeshiva is not only a profes- 
sional school for the training of 
rabbis. It is a school for all those 
who want a thorough Jewish ed- 
ucation. Jewish subjects come 
first, although the standards of 
the Yeshiva are so high that the 
students get as fine a general edu- 
cation as in any other American 
school. 


~—-DR. BERNARD REVEL, who 
was most responsible for the 
growth of the Yeshiva in Ameri- 
ca, believed that an educational 
system was needed here in Amer- 
ica to carry on the tradition of 
Europe’s great Yeshivas. He saw 
it forming a link in the learning 
that kept Israel alive and strong 
through centuries of persecution. 
But this Yeshiva must teach not 
only Jewish culture. It must also 
give its students a_ thorough 
knowledge of the science and cul- 
ture of today. 


An important part of his plan 
was that students would be prac- 
ticing their religion as part of 
their school routine, and would be 
forming the habit of religious liv- 
ing in daily life. 

A high school was added. Then 
# teacher’s college. And last, a 
Yeshiva college which is the first 


and only Jewish college of liberal 
arts and sciences in the United 
States. 

All this time other junior ye- 
shivas corresponding to elemen- 
tary schools were growing up 
throughout the country under Dr. 
Revel’s encouragement and guid- 
ance, and the Yeshiva dropped its 
elementary department and just 
kept the higher grades. 


WE READ about the Yeshiva 
in a book by Dorothy Alofsin call. 
ed “The Stream of Jewish Life.” 
In this same book, twelve years 
old, Benny, a boy from Poland, 
and a freshman in the Talmudi- 
cal Academy, is telling his friend 
Jerry what life is like in the 
high school of the Yeshiva. 

Jerry, who goes to a public 
high school, has made the remark 
that he supposes the atmosphere 
in the Talmudical Academy must 
be much more serious than in his 
high school and that fun isn’t so 
much a part of the program. 

Benny begins to talk: 


“It is my first morning at Tal- 
mudical Academy. I walk down 
the corridor with some of the 
fifty freshmen. I am aching to 
meet the teachers. I’m pining for 
a chance to show the fellows how 
brilliantly I play the American 
game, basketball. Older boys 
trying to look like men stand 
around grinning at us. ‘Look at 


those children arriving,” one 
says. ‘Poor unsuspecting _first- 
termers.’ 


“We get the news—5 periods of 
English, 4 of French, 5 periods of 
Hebrew and Bible, 4 periods of al- 
gebra, 4 of chemisiry, also art, 
civics, and economics to help fill 
in our free time each week. And 
are the courses stiff! But after 
the first shock leaves us, we also 
discover chess and_ basketball, 
school papers to write for, half 
a dozen clubs, and all the usual 
games in the gymnasium... 

WE ELECT our class president. 
I become class secretary and pres- 
ently I read the minutes of the 
last meeting. What I don’t re-

All 
through the business portion of the meeting, 
there is a steady buzz of conversation among 
the membership. Now and then, the president 
uses her gavel and smilingly asks for attention. 
About the fifth time, she has to stop the pro- 
ceedings, her smile has worn a bit thin, but the 
undercurrent of conversation does not abate. 

Then the program chairman takes over. 
The members sit up and pay attention while 
the preliminary attractions are presented, and 
they are usually flatteringly generous with their 
applause. 

At last the main speaker is introduced.

E ARE delighted with the letters of praise and comment 
which our readers send us from time to time. Especially 

are we happy to supply recipes of dishes long remembered but 

somewhat enigmatic in this day and age of quick meals, short cuts 
to dinners in twenty minutes, etc. For instance, a request from 

Dr. Philip Jacobson of Petersburgh, Va., who remembers the “Tzim- 

mes,” knaidel included, which was “an especial accomplishment of 

one of my aunts.” 

Away back in September 1945 this column gave a recipe for Car- 
rot Tzimmes which we are happy to repeat. We told you then the 
significance of Tzimmes, that it is specially associated with Sabbaths 
and holidays, especially Rosh Hashonah. Also, we told you that 
the very word “Tzimmes” in the vernacular has come to mean 
“making a fuss over anything in a purely friendly and favorable 
way;” that to “make a tzimmes” over anything or anyone means 
to give importance, to honor, that person, place, thing or occasion. 
In fact, in an internationally minded world the word “tzimmes” 
is Jewish Esperanto. on any table, for it does ring the bell in every 
part of the world where Jews enjoy their favorite foods. 

CARROT TZIMMES WITH KNAIDLE 

5 carrots 1 tsp salt 

8 medium potatoes 3. lbs beef brisket or any fat cut 

3 average size sweet potatoes 2 tblsps flour 

1 onion 1 tbisp chicken fat (schmaltz) 

4 tblsp sugar 
Scrape carrots and cut into thin rounds, or dice. Pare and cut po- 
tatoes into quarters or rounds 1% inches thick. Braise the meat 
in the pot in which it is to be cooked. When nicely browned, add 
the carrots, potatoes, onion, salt and enough cold water to fairly 
cover. Cook slowly, partly covered, skimming as soon as it begins 
to boil, then turning down the heat and simmering uncovered at 
least 3 hours. Add the sugar when the liquid is reduced by half. 
Continue cooking gently, without stirring, for 15 minutes. Shaking 
the pot to prevent sticking is all that is needed during the process. 
Tzimmes must not become mushy. It is done when the meat is 
tender and the vegetables golden brown, and the liquid is thick 
and half way up the sides of the contents of pot. Before serving 
thicken with an Einbren made by browning flour and chicken fat 
in a small saucepan and stiring in a little of the Tzimmes liquid. 
Add to the Tzimmes and distribute by gently shaking the pot. 
Tzimmes may be turned into a baking pan and browned in a mod- 
erate oven for 20 minutes before serving. 

KNAIDLE 

To make the Knaidle, combine 1 cup of flour with 4 tblsps chicken 

fat or other shortening, cutting in as for biscuits. Add % tsp salt, 

a little grated onion, a dash of sugar and cinnamon and just enough 

water to combine into a ball of dough. Insert this in the midst of 

the combination of meat and vegetables given above for Tzimmes 
after skimming and cover the pot for 15 minutes. Knaidle, as our 
reader, Dr. Jacobson, says, “may have contributed to our indiges- 
tion,” but it was a small price to pay for so toothsome a morsel.” 

Now, dear readers, let’s have your variations of Tzimmes and 
Knaidle, for I know there are many families who have their own 
special ways of preparing this delicious dish. 

Next week we shall give you some recipes for spring salads that 
are whole meals in themselves.

URATS Presents Petition in 
Behalf of Bordeaux Jews. 
Among the havens which victims 
of the Spanish Inquisition found 
after the expulsion was Bordeaux. 
In the eyes of the local officials 
these refugees were looked upon 
as “nouveaux chretiens,’ (New 
Christians) but it was commonly 
known that in private these Mar- 
ranos observed the customs of 
Israel and were devout to the 
faith of their fathers. 

JUNE 4, The central government 
1615 did not look upon these 
people with great favor 

and on several occasions sought 
to have them expelled from the 
community. However, there were 
many persons in the city who 
valued the advantage given local 
commercial progress by the pres- 
ence of the Jews. Thus, in a pe- 
tition drawn up on June 4, 1625, 
members, of Parliament spoke in 
the highest terms in behaif of the 
Jews. The petition took into ac- 
count the loyal services which the 
“New Christians” had given the 


city and insisted that they be al- 
lowed to remain. The Jews en- 
joyed not only the protection of 
the Parliament and “Jurats” but 
also the favor of the queen, whose 
Italian physician, De Montalte, a 
professing Jew, took an active in- 


terest in the welfare of the Mar. 
ranos of Bordeaux.

e AIDAMACK” Massacre at 
Uman, The Haidamacks 


were Russian brigand bands of 
the 18th century. They were dis. 
contented peasants and Cossacks 
of the Greek Orthodox Church 
who made organized attacks upon 
the Catholics, primarily Polish 
nobles, and upon the Jews. The 
attacks upon the Jews recalled 
the terrorism of Chmielnitzki, a 
century earlier. During the at- 
tacks thousands of Jews fled to 
the fortified city of Uman, which 
on June 5, 1768, was the 
scene of one of the most 
tragic incidents in the 
entire range of Jewish 
martyrdom. The Poles were as. 
sured that only the Jews were in 
danger with the result that they 
didn’t bother to strengthen the 
defense of the city. The city was 
entered without resistance and 
the terrible massacre which en? 
sued resulted in the butchery of 
8,000 Jews. A number of other 
communities suffered the fate of 
Uman. The treachery of the Poles 
did not secure them, however, for 
soon after the extermination of 
the Jewish population, the Haida- 
macks launched their attack upon 
the Poles. Later, however, Gonta, 
the Cossack leader, who caused 
all the suffering for the Jews and 
Poles was executed in a most 
cruel manner for his misdeeds. 
His skin was torn off in strips 
and a red-hot crown placed upon 
his head. The remaining Haida. 
mack bands were captured and de- 
stroyed by the Polish commander, 
Stempkovski.

I HAVE MANY letters from 
friends and from staunch Zion- 
ists suggesting that The Post 
come out editorially for the Zion- 
ist Organization of America in 
the coming election for delegates 
to the World Zionist Organization. 
So far this paper has taken no 
stand, although it has devoted 
probably three to four times the 
space to discussion of the issues 
from the various groups contest- 
ing for votes as any other Anglo- 
Jewish weekly, and the likelihood 
at present is that we will not 
come out for any party. 

I have read everything I can 
find on the subject, and I am not 
yet convinced that this paper 
should take a stand, possibly be- 
cause I myself haven’t reached 
any conclusion. I personally be- 
long both to the Z.O.A. and the 
League for Labor Palestine (His- 
tadruth) but most of my Zionist 
work has been largely with the 
Z.O.A., although I did sell Shko- 
lim for the League. 

I have been trying to figure out 
why the Hadassah has decided to 
eome forward with a slate of its 
Own, and my best guess is that 
they are trying to prevent Silver 
from becoming president of the 
World Zionist Organization. Also 
there may be just a trace of fem- 
inine desire to show superiority 
over the male in the picture, but 
I believe that fundamentally Ha- 
dassah, and now it seems several 
other Jewish leaders who have 
harbored grudges against Silver, 
are using this means to get even. 

The argument of the Z.O.A. that 
now with American Zionists the 
most important group in the 
World Zionist Organization, it 
is necessary that they wield com- 
parable influence in making de- 
cisions of that body, doesn’t seem 
to me to be so iron-clad as its 
backers seem to want us to be- 
lieve. Remember the argument 
that it were better that Weizmann 
not be president of the W.Z.O. 
since as a_ British subject he 
couldn’t take issue too severely 
with England for fear of overstep- 
ping the bounds of patriotism. 
If*that argument was valid, then 
the same will hold true with Sil- 
ver as president of the W.Z.O. 
with the United States as the most 
important factor in the political 
picture as concerns Palestine. 
Again, Silver and the Z.O.A. will 
work just as strenuously for the 
Jewish State regardlesss of what 
position he or American Zionism 
holds in the world movement. 

Personally I lean toward David 
Ben Gurion because I am more in 
accord with his liberal political 
ideology. In this vein I think 
that Silver probably sees pretty 
much eye to eye with the Hista- 
druth, and had this campaign 
been better managed by those 
in the Z.O.A. who are running it, 

Silver early would have come out 
in sympathy with the Histadruth 
e‘fort in Palestine, so that there 


would not now be this internecine 
fight, or if the fight would have 
developed anyway as a political 
necessity, at least Silver would 
have been on record as not in op- 
position to the labor movement.

THE COLUMN 
WITHOUT A NAME 


The news that a movement tc 
establish a Liberal Synagogue is 
under way in Dublin has drawn 
from Dr. Isaac Herzog, Chief 
Rabbi of the Holy Land, a mes- 
sage strongly condemning Re- 
form Judaism. 

The message was sent to Mr. R. 
Briscoe, T.D., from whom Dv. 
Herzog (who was Rabbi in Dub- 
lin before he went to Palestine) 
learnt of the movement. 

Dr. Herzog wrote: “To my 
brothers and sisters in Dublin— 
It has come to me as a terrible 
shock to hear of an attempt io 
introduce Reform into your midst 
—into my beloved community 
which I guided, to the best of my 
ability, for a period of eighteen 
years along the path of Torah- 
true Judaism of that traditional 
Judaism for whose sake countless 
martyrs throughout the centuries 
have faced every manner of cruel 
torture and death, of that faith 
in which hundreds of thousands 
of Jews died in the gas-ovens of 
the Nazi inferno at the present 
day. 

“Whatever, its pretensions, Re- 
form is a malignant growth eat- 
ing away at the very vitals of 
what is holiest and dearest to 
Israel and jeopardising the con- 
tinuity of our great God-inspired 
history. Reform inevitably leads 
to assimilation, and it has been 
aptly described as a _ back-door 
way to total apostasy from Ju 
dism. 

“Casting to the winds the au- 
thority of the Divine law, snap- 
ping asunder the chain of tradi- 
tion stretching from Moshe Rab- 
benu to the present day, desert- 
ing the Rock of the ages which 
has withstood all storms and tem- 
pests in every age and clime, Re- 
form vainly attempts to build the 
House of Israel upon a quick- 
sand, and like so many disruptive 
Jewish sects before it, it is 
doomed to disappear from the 
scene of Jewish history after in- 
flicting, like them, much lament- 
able loss upon martyred Israel. 

“We know, to our deep regret, 
that under the stress of modern 
life some Jews, as indéviduals, 
are more or less lax in the ob- 
servance of some of our religious 
precepts, but there is a vast dif- 
ference between laxity in practi- 
cal observance and the accept- 
ance of an ideology which tears 
up the very roots of Judaism. It 
is the difference between the in- 
fringement of a law under diffi- 
cult circumstances and open or- 
ganized rebellion against the 
State. Reform is open, active, 
organized rebellion against the 
TOPPA, <.. 

“It is time that you bestir your- 
selves and stand up strong and 
firm against this inroad in your 
midst of that destructive force 
which seeks to make vain the Di- 
vine law, the law of Moses ‘and 
Israel. 

“And to those of our brothers 
and sisters who have been led 
astray by that will-o’-the-wisp, we 
call from Zion—the House of our 
Life, from the holy mountain of 
Jerusalem, return to the old 
paths, to the spiritual heritage 
emanating from Mount Sinai!”— 
London Jewish Chronicle.

National Synagogue Idea May Be Step In Wrong Direction 


HE POST is inclined to disagree with 


Rabbi Solomon Goldman’s idea of Na- . 


tional Synagogues because it perpetuates the 
three divisions in American Judaism, and 
therefore is a step in the wrong direction. Yet 
Rabbi Goldman’s speech will stir up discus- 
sion on the subject, and this certainly is whole- 
some. 

Dr. Morgenstern of Hebrew Union College 
has been the leading current proponent of the 
idea of an emerging American type of Juda- 
ism, and The Post finds that the idea is receiv- 
ing more and more acceptance from all sides, 
excepting of course the Orthodox group. 

Instead of this idea of national synagogues 
on a Conservative or a Reform or an Orthodox 
basis, the national synagogue on a non-sect 
basis would be more in line with the present 
development towards the elimination of differ- 
ences in American Judaism. Then too, instead 
of employment of rabbis by the three groups, 
The Post is inclined to favor employment by 
the communities, although The Post recognizes 
that there are many objections to this system 
also. 

Of course we all know that the Jewish In- 
stitute of Religion trains rabbis for any of the 
three groups, although it is doubtful that there 
ever will be any JIR graduates in truly Ortho- 
dox pulpits. But it is true that the JIR has al- 
ready erased the difference from an education 
standpoint between Reform and Conservatism, 
and just as inevitably will follow the gradual 


merging first of Reform and Conservation ang 
later of Orthodoxy also. 

The article in this issue on the new cop. 
gregation in Philadelphia is indicative of the 
trend. If the backers of the two groups pro. 
posing to form a new congregation do not split 
over personalities, the new congregation wil] 
affiliate itself with neither national body, the 
Union of American Hebrew Congregations (Re. 
form) or the United Synagogue (Conservya. 
tive). Other plans for the new congregation 
follow similar compromises. 

It could be pointed out that many other de. 
velopments in this area, show the emergence 
of an American Judaism. The fact that a grad. 
uate of the Hebrew Theological College (Ortho. 
dox) in Chicago is about to take an assistant. 
ship soon in a prominent Conservative congre. 
gation is a case in point. 

Any modern young Jewish couple will join 
a Conservative or a Reform congregation de. 
pending upon various factors such as friends, 
propinquity, etc., but almost never on the 
grounds of loyalty to either Reform or Con. 
servatism. As these new generations come to 
assume positions of importance in our com. 
munities, the lines of demarcation between our 
religious groupings will assume less and lesg 
importance, and then disappear entirely. At 
that time we will have an American type of 
Judaism which, over the years, will become 
adapted to the religious needs of the American 
Jew. 


Reform Has Done No Better Than Orthodexy Or Conservatism 


PEAKING at the recent celebration of the 
100th anniversary of Isaac M. Wise’s 
arrival in the United States, Dr. Solomon B. 
Freehof lauded Reform by making the hoary 
point that “Jewish isolationism had _ broken 
down, a development with which Orthodoxy 
couldn’t cope.” 

This is stock raison d’etre for Reform’s 
existence, but it has no validity, for although 
Orthodoxy has truly been unable to meet the 
challenge offered by emancipation, neither have 
Reform nor Conservation met it. 

Nor probably is emancipation the only thing 
to which Judaism has been unable to adapt it- 
self. The Jew might have taken emancipation in 


his stride after a temporary setback or so, had it 
not been for the onrush of modern invention 
which has upset the equilibrium not only of 
the Jew, but of society as a whole. 

Today with the movies more important than 
the church, no religious group can count any- 
thing but its defeats. Reform or Orthodoxy or 
Conservatism, or all three combined, must ad- 
mit this defeat. 

So far the best effort the Jewish group has 
been able to muster to meet this situation has 
been a very sincere, but pitiful call for a re. 
turn to the religion of our forefathers, which 
like all the pleas before it, has been blithely 
ignored. 


A Rare QGccurance 


NE of the rarest news releases to emanate 
from our national Jewish organizations 
in years is that announcing the merger of the 
National Refugee Service and the Service to 
Foreign Born work of the National Council of 
Jewish Women. This is a minor merger, yet 
negotiations were begun in February, 1945, 
which is over a year ago. 


There are many other and more important 


mergers that long have needed to be effected, 
as for instance the civic defense agencies, or 
that National Jewish Welfare Board work with 


._the armed forces and that of the B’nai B'rith 


War Service Committee, such as the various 
groups engaged in Jewish education, whether 
child or adult, but why waste the space that 
could be used to compliment the NRS and the 
Council of Jewish Women appealing or de- 
manding something that will never materialize. 


The Budget—$15,000 


N interesting sidelight on the huge sums 
A our civic defense agencies are consuming 
is revealed in the budget of the Chicago Civic 
Liberties Committee headed by Ira Latimer. 

Basing its defense against intolerance on the 
theory that all minorities must unite to over- 
come potential fascists and rascism the com- 


mittee has done a very creditable job in ch. 
cago and has earned the support of many who 
at first were inclined to scoff at it. 

The committee was a strong factor in the re- 
cent court trial of Gerald L. K. Smith, et al. 

To get back to that item about the budget, 
the Committee’s budget for the year totals 
the staggering sum of $15,000. 


Current Comment 


Why A Jewish Country Club Needed Ex- 
plained in The Jewish Post, of Winnipeg, Can. 
—The new Glendale Golf and Country Club 
has a geod idea behind its formation. For- 
tunate as we are in Winnipeg to have a min- 
imum of anti-Semitism, it cannot be said that 
this community is wholly free of that obnoxious 
arrogance and dislike of Jews as a group that 
makes social life unpleasant at times. There 
are many places where Jews are unwelcome, 
where they are tolerated only at a loss of self- 
respect. There are also organizations which 
have no express disqualification for Jews, as 
such, but arrange matters so that no Jew can 
be admitted. In one way or another the mean- 
ing is made plain—that Jews should keep to 
themselves. 


The new club has been constituted for just 
that purpose, that Jews who wish to associate 
for social and recreational activities may do 
so freely. They need not be under the strain of 
implied or expressed criticism which arises 
from their association with non-Jews in many 
public places. It may be that we are too sen- 
sitive; on the other hand we may not be sensi- 
tive enough. At any rate a Jewish country 
club removes the feeling of being too con- 
spicuous, which takes the edge off the enjoy- 
ment in much of our social life. 

Other communities have found it desirable 
to have Jewish sports and country clubs and 
Winnipeg has been somewhat behind in this re- 
spect. The formation of the Glendale Golf and 
Country Club is a move in the right direction. 
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JEWS RUN OWN FARMS, NUMBER NOT 
LARGE, BUT CROPS NOT INSIGNIFICANT 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

With much that is contained in 
your editorial of May 17 entitled 
“A Friendly Hope That Will 
Never Be Fulfilled” I agree. The 
percentage of Jews on farms will 
never reach the percentage of 
non-Jews in farming. The causes 
are far deeper than you indicate. 
Two thousands years of Goluth, 
two millenia of proscription, have 
weaned the Jews away from 
farming, have habituated them to 
city life and prevented them 
from acquiring manual dexterity, 
and occupational skills. Fugitives 
from persecution, they came here 
without possessions. The trans- 
mutation of an inept Yeshiva 
Bocher, a petty tradesman, to a 
free farmer on American soil im- 
plies an adjustment not easily 
effected. 

And here I should like to com- 
ment upon your reference to 
“the drift away from the farms 
to urban life.” That drift has 
been going on for fifty years and 
more. Yet, it was during that 
very period that the Jewish farm 
movement in the United States— 
small as it may be—has grown 
up. 

When you talk about farms 
that are Jewish owned but not 
Jewish cultivated “except in odd 
instances,” you, inadvertently 
perhaps, give the impression that 


farming by Jews is largely a gen- 
tleman farming affair, indulged 
in by the rich merchant. This 
I think, is unfortunate. It is true 
that there are Jewish merchants 
running sizeable plantations and 
contributing substantially to the 
nation’s food supply. But there 
are overwhelmingly more Jewish 
farmers who farm as a! matter 
of making a livelihood, not as a 
hobby or sideline—farmers who 
did not amass fortunes before 
going to the farm. Note, if you 
please, that Jews are engaged in 
practicaly every type of farming, 
and there is no type in which 
some Jewish farmer has not 
reached first rank. Note, too, that 
tenantcy is practically non-exist- 
ent, that ownership is the rule, 
that Jewish farmers do not be- 
long to the submerged third of 
American farmers who could be 
eliminated in so far as their ef- 
fect on agricultural production 
is concerned. The Jewish farm- 
ing population may be small, yet 
in proportion to numbers Jewish 
farmers do make contribution to 
the nation’s food bin.

SHOWS WHERE IT WOULD BE OF HELP 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

I wish to thank you for having 
published a letter of mine three 
weeks ago. I asked then that a 
Jewish organization be formed 
which will devote itself to making 
the world conscious of the plight 
of our brethren all over the 
world. I am still convinced of 
the justification for the existence 
of such an organization. An ed- 
itorial campaign started by your 
paper and supported by other 
Jewish publications would cer- 
tainly set off the spark leading to 
the formation of such a commit- 
tee. Let me cite a few more in- 
stances which demand action. 

Erika Mann published a report 
on conditions in Germany after 
her return to this country. An 
article which appeared in the 
New York Post on May 21, 1946, 
merits critical examination. Miss 
Mann describes a party thrown 
for military government officers, 
which she describes as a “black 
market affair of dreamlike quali- 
ty and dimensions,” given by Dr. 
Manfred Curry and his wife, the 
former Mrs. Fritz Thyssen. It 
took place near a DP camp which 
houses 6,000 Jewish displaced per- 
sons in barracks which had orig- 
inally been constructed for 2,500 
Wehrmacht soldiers. Erika Mann 
quotes an American MG officer as 
follows: “As an American, I con- 
sider it my privilege to be anti- 
Semitic . these unprintable 
Jews! These displaced persons— 
unprintables. They’re short of 
clothes, we’re told; why sure, 
they are—lazy, overstuffed crooks, 
getting so fat they want new 
clothes every week...” Another 
correspondent gave his opinion 
for the reason of the party, as 
follows: “Curry knows his stuff. 
Wants a factory unfrozen he’s in- 
terested in. Junkers parts and 
that sort of business. That’s why 
Military Government has_ been 
asked here in force. Our doc, too, 
is here for a reason. Curry wants 
another hospital to be turned over 
to him. Boy, what a racket!” Miss 
Mann states further, that Dr. Cur- 
ry has never been molested nor 
interned during the war by the 
Nazis, and the “American physi- 
cian enjoyed life under the Nazis, 
just as he was enjoying it now,” 
to further quote Miss Mann. 

This report calls fof an _ in- 
vestigation. As Jews, as well as 
American citizens, we have the 
right to know who the men are 
that make such statements. We 
have the right to ask why such 
parties are condoned when we are 
told that the Germans are starv- 
ing. We also have the right to 
know why Jewish DPs are crowd- 





cease to function, provided of 
course, other questionably essen- 
tial and useful (in Berman’s opin- 
ion) organizations, agencies, etc., 
identified by the religious yard- 
stick of distinction “Jewish” offer 
evidence of “similar steps being 
taken” to “go out of business.”

ed 6,000 strong in barracks con- 
structed to house only one-third 
that number of soldiers (who 
need less space than civilians, 
mind you). An individual call- 
ing for such an _ investigation 
could not achieve much, but as 
Jews, represented by a delegation 
speaking for us, and backed up 
by our Jewish masses, we have 
a chance to do something about 
it. 

Let me take as my second ex- 
ample the case of the twenty DPs 
sentenced to prison terms at 
Landsberg. It was admitted that 
the evidence was not strong 
enough to sentence them, but 
nevertheless, they were _  sen- 
tenced! One man was given a 
long term in prison, because 
they saw him near the scene of 
the riot with a knife in his hand. 
Where is our sense of justice? 
Verily, it is we, the Jews who 
must be on guard; it is we, the 
Jews, who must see that our 
brethren be treated like human 
beings and worthy of their status 
as victims of fascism. Here 
again, the lawyer who is going to 
appeal the decision will have 
before him an uphill fight if he 
is not backed up here at home. 

Lastly, there iS another point 
which I wish to bring up and 
which will be the beginning of 
the awakening of American Jews. 
Each Jewish family shall make 
it its business to send one pack- 
age of food to a displaced per- 
son. By that; I mean that each 
Jewish family should secure the 
name of a DP, make up the pack- 
age at home, go to the post of- 
fice, and mail it personally. Let 
us adhere to the following slo- 
gan: “A package of food for each 
displaced person by every Jew- 
ish family every month.” This is 
the least we can do, especially 
when so many packages are be- 
ing sent to Germans regularly. 
All one has to do is to go to some 
of the post offices in New 
York. There you'll see lines of 
people, all having packages for 
their “loved ones” in Germany, 
who might have been the best 
Nazis for all we know. Or, take 
a German language daily and see 
how many different ads there are, 
all playing upon the sympathies 
of the Americans of German de- 
scent to send packaged food to 
their friends and relatives in Ger- 
many. It takes very little effort 
to make up a package to in in- 
clude a small note to put a per- 
sonal touch to it, and to dispatch 
it, or simply send off the pack- 
age, and send a separate letter, 
enclosing an international return 
coupon so that the recipient may 
not be put to unnecessary ex- 
pense when acknowledging re- 
ceipt of the package. 

When I showed the clipping of 
the first letter of mine to some 
friends, they told me that the 
“middle class’ American Jewry 
is apathetic. They would give 
money, but they do not want to 
have anything to do besides giv- 
ing money. It is only those Jews

pital, Jewish centers and Jewish 
relief and defense organizations 
with his plea for a Jewish war 
veterans’ organization? Did he 
and his buddies serve under the 
stars and stripes or under the 
Mogen Dovid? Did they serve as 
Americans or Jews? They strut 
in their uniforms on the 4th of 
July, but how many celebrated 
the 15th of Nisan? They cele- 
brate the 11th of November, but 
do they recall the 25th of Kislav? 
To my. mind they are American 
war veterans, and only those in 
the Jewish Legion may call them- 
selves Jewish War Veterans. 

It is in the warped reasoning 
that Berman tries to bolster his 
theses. 

He asks ‘Why is there a Jew- 
ish press?” To those Jews who 
desire to keep in touch with 
Jewry, Judaism, Jewish problems 
and Jewish trends, a Jewish 
press is a necessity. To other 
Jews, newspapers such as the 
New York Daily News are suffi- 
cient. 

He asks “Why a Jewish hos- 
pital?” Kashruth, Jewish environ- 
men, etc., are vital necessities 
for the recovery of some ailing 
Jews, though Berman may not be 
aware of this. 

He asks “Why a Jewish com- 
munity center?” Like many of 
his ilk, he confuses unity with 
uninformity. He does not know 
how to differentiate between un- 
ity, which brings together diverse 
elements, with uniformity, which 
is the absence of diversity. 

The rest of his argument is »n 
a par with the above questions, 
and requires no further refuta- 
tion. 

And as for his contention that 
“we are an organization desper- 
ately needed in our times,” he 
ought to have his ego deflated by 
calling his attention to the work 
of the B’nai B’rith Anti-Defama- 
tion League, the American Jew- 
ish Congress and the American 
Jewish Committee. 

Besides, in my humble opinion, 
all of these groups are devoting 
too much time, effort and money 
to the defense of Jews and not 
enough for the preservation and 


upbuilding of Judaism. Jewish 
survival depends much more on 
the latter than the former.

Moscow Finally Takes 
Stand Against Report 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

LONDON—tThe Palestine prob- 
lem could be settled effectively 
only by the United Nations, the 
Moscow radio said in an Arabic 
broadcast in which it also said 
that the recommendation of the 
Anglo-American inquiry commit- 
tee provided no solution to the 
problem. 

“This commission unauthorized 
by the Arabs and Jews,” the 
broadcast said, “caused a wave 
of dissension in the Arab world. 
The Jews in Palestine did not 
approve of the report. All this 
proves that public opinion should 
not be ignored. The commission 
is trying to explain to the world 
that the emigration of several 
hundred thousand Jews to Pales- 
tine is an urgent matter, because 
the Jews are in a pitiable plight 
in Germany and Austria. 

“It is strange, if the commis- 
sion is concerned about the Jews, 
that it should think only of 100,- 
000 because as everyone knows, 
a great number of Jews in Eu- 
rope live in a miserable state. 
Jews living in Europe think be- 
fore’ anything else of a normal 
and human life which could be 
established in the countries in 
which they have lived for cen- 
turies,” the Soviet commentator 
declared. 





Palestine Seen 
As Cultural Center 


Jewish Telegraphic Ageney 
NEW YORK—Palestine’ will 


soon become the cultural center 
of the Near East, Edward A. Nor- 
man predicted at the annual din. 
ner of the American Fund for 
Palestinian Institutions, which is 
dedicated to the support of ed- 
ucational and cultural activities in 
Palestine. 

Mr. Norman, who is president 
of the Fund, said that 81 institu- 
tions, including the Habima Thea- 
ter and the Palestine Symphony 
Orchestra, will be supported by 
the Fund this year. The Fund’s 
current goal has been set at $750,- 
000, of which $450,000 is to be 
raised in New York. Other speak- 
ers at the dinner included Leon- 
ard Bernstein, conductor and com- 
poser, and war correspondent 
Quentin Reynolds, who described 
his impressions of Palestine and 
lauded the educational and cul- 
tural achievements of the coun- 
try. 

Laymen’s Institute June 17-23 

NEW YORK—The Third Na- 
tional Laymen’s Institute spon- 
sored by the National Academy 
for Adult Jewish Studies and the 
National Federation of Jewish 
Men’s Clubs will be conducted 
from June 17-23 at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of America 
here. 

Luncheon Forums and Dinner 
Conferences will provide the op- 
portunity for discussion of cru- 
cial Jewish problems with out- 
standing leaders in Jewish com- 
munity life. The number of stu- 
dents is limited to 100 and an 
effort has been made to get rep- 
resentatives from as many differ- 
ent parts of the country as pos- 
sible.

18-year-old 
Dolores studied Hebrew in high 
school, and also in Yeshivah. A 
fervent Zionist, she campaigns 
for the JNF, talks of Bialik, Herzl, 
and Henrietta Szold. Next Pass- 
over, they hope to celebrate in 
Palestine. They are descendants 
of African slaves. (A. Penn, Day).

The Voter's Choice: Zionist Action or 
Party Politics 


O* the eve of the elections for the World Zionist Congress it is 
in place to appraise, for the last time, the true issues at stake 
at the polls. In some circles it is felt that behind all the polite ex- 
change of disagreements, the issue is one of personalities, and the 
question is whether Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, David Ben Gurion or 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann should be supported for the presidency of the 
World Zionist Organization. This aspect of the elections has not 
been subject to any considerable public discussion because neither 
Silver nor Ben Gurion, or any of their supporters, have officially 
advanced their candidacies. Though such talk is necessarily specula- 
tion, it would be futile to deny that a certain degree of the political 
stress in New York, about which Zionists in the field are little aware, 
is caused by thoughts such as these. 

Fundamentally, differences between parties, and conflicting out. 
looks on methods of building Palestine have nothing whatsoever 
to do with the elections. The immediate problem is a political one; 
the immediate desideratum is the marshalling of the maximum of 
Zionist political strength for manifestation at the World Congress, 
and with respect to the impact such political strength can bring to 
bear on specific powers, the American and British governments, 
and, if necessary, the United Nations. That is the sole issue. All 
else is polemics, obscuring the needs of the movement. 

There is no dispute whatsoever about Hadassah’s health and 
welfare work in Palestine. There is almost unanimous agreement 
that it is beneficial and should be continued and extended. There 
is no debate about the Histadruth, and no question of the role of 
labor in the building of the Yishuv, except insofar as extraneous 
questions are injected into the campaign. Certainly the Mizrachi 


organization is fighting windmills in this particular battle if it 
imagines that it is facing opposition. The ideals for which the 
respective parties and groups stand, ideals which may be very, 


dear to the hearts of their members, have nothing whatsoever to 
do with this election, and the introduction of such partisan issues 
has been brought about purely and simply to rallying 
point for a partisan vote. It is a legitimate and permissible pro 
cedure for party leaders to seek to obtain the largest possible 
support in this way, but it is regrettable that artificial issues should 
thus muddy the waters of Zionist action.

THE ISSUE is one of political action only. In the past half 
dozen years the Zionist Organization of America has grown to a 
membership of almost 200,000; that is an impressive figure. It has 


likewise attained political maturity, and with capable leadership 
has been responsible for a series of Zionist successes in this country 
offsetting, to a degree, the setbacks experienced elsewhere. The 
pledge of support from both political parties at their conventions, 
the passage of the Congressional resolution, the marshalling of 
effective public opinion, the launching of the Lowdermilk plan for 
a J. V. A., the constant insistence in Washington that this country 
has a responsibility toward a Jewish Palestine—these and much 
more that can not yet be revealed, are largely the products and 
outgrowth of Z. O. A. strength. 

And the Z. O. A. is today only at the threshhold of its field 
of political action. The crucial test will be met in the months that 
lie immediately ahead. It should be the duty of every Zionist in this 
country, for the duration of the present emergency, to declare a 
moratorium on party differences, to forget some of the internal 
differences which admittedly exist, and to join hands in support 
of our most powerful Zionist agency in this country, the Z. O. A. 

It is imperative, from the point of view of strengthening the 
political bargaining power of Zionist leadership in this country, to 
give the Z.O.A. an overwhelming vote. Neither the State De- 
partment nor the White House can distinguish the niceties of our 
party conflicts, and a large division of votes at this time can only 
serve to point up what is to them an unexplainable division of 
opinion,

ACTUALLY, there is no essential difference between the four 
major groups on the ballot with respect to political objectives. 
The Z. O. A., Hadassah, Mizrachi and the Poale Zion all endorse the 
Biltmore program and the demand for a Jewish Commonwealth, 
except the Hashomer Hatzair wing of the Labor ticket, which re- 
mains as bitterly against a Jewish Commonwealth as it ever was, 
The grounds for political unity exist, but the leadership of 
groups still think in partisan terms, and prevent its con- 
summation. Neither party prestige nor party principles are at 
stake. It is earnestly to be hoped that members of all Zionist 
groups, and independent Shekel holders of whatever leaning, vote

SWAMPSCOTT, Mass.—The outward civility and friendliness of 
the Germans to the occupying forces by no means indicate that 
Nazism has been eradicated, Major Catherine E. Falvey warned the 
state convention of the Business and Professional Women’s Clubs 
held at the fashionable New Ocean House here. 


Back from Germany where she 
served as Chief of the Analysis 
Section on Justice Robert H. Jack- 
son’s staff at the Nuremberg 
trials, Major Falvey’s job was to 
analyze the testimony taken from 
the defendants. 

“T felt,” she declared that the 
propaganda of the Nazis was so 
potent that I doubted seriously 
whether the Germans today could 
really have any different thoughts 
in their minds than they had dur- 
ing the war. To them, and to 
anyone who had not been brought 
up in a democracy, the Nazi prop- 
aganda line was very logical.” 

She doubted whether even an 
educational program could do 
much to eradicate Nazi thinking 
among adult Germans of today.
